TAXI drivers have respond¬ 
ed angrily to plans for a 
‘pedestrian plaza’ outside 
Ashford International which 
will see the rank limited to 
three spaces “hidden away 
over a footbridge”. 

Drivers have warned that business 
people visiting Ashford will find it 
harder to get taxis, and disabled and 
elderly people will have to walk across 
the square. 

Cabbie Tracey Ruck said: “There are 
104 registered taxis in Ashford and

they will leave us with just three 
spaces. We will be hidden away over a 
footbridge at the biggest mainline sta¬ 
tion in the county. 

“The problem is they don’t consider 
this part of the station as a transport 
hub, when clearly it is. We have a lot 
of business people visiting the town 
and they will have no taxis and people 
who cannot walk far won’t be able to 
call us over.” 

Mick Hildreth GMB Secretary of 
the Professional Drivers National 
Organising Committee said: “It seems 


ridiculous that both taxis and buses 
working from Ashford Station are 
being moved to make way for an area 
described by Southeastern Trains as a 
‘pedestrian plaza’. 

“It’s quite clear from evidence in a 
recent report to the Government that 
taxis are an integral part of the local 
transport infrastructure and should 
be positioned as close to train station 
entrances as possible.” 

Work on the scheme, which will 
include new seating, landscaping, 
walkways and better access for 
cyclists and pedestrians, is due to 
start later this month.

EXPANSION: Critics say Lydd's financial losses are a sign that an expansion is pointless 

Lydd cash crisis 
may keep growth 
plans grounded

LYDD Airport, also known 
as London-Ashford, has 
reported losses of nearly £2 
million in its latest 
accounts, leading to criti¬ 
cism that its controversial 
expansion plans will fail to 
create demand. 

But managing director Jonathan 
Gordon hit back and said delays to 
its planning permission being 
granted were partly to blame and 
the future for regional airports 
looked healthy 

The expansion plans were 
approved in March for a 300 metre 
runway extension and new terminal 
building capable of handling 500,000 
passengers a year. But the permis¬ 
sion is on hold after conservation 
body Natural England lodged an 
appeal and could go to a public 
inquiry. 

According to anti-expansion 
group LAAG, the latest accounts for 
the year to December 2008 reveal 
that turnover was £539,972 with 
losses of £1,934,173. 

There are accumulated losses of 
£10.6million, with the airport’s 
owner Sheikh Fahad al-Athel keep¬ 
ing the company afloat. It is 
believed he is owed £6 million, 
according to the group. 

Passenger figures also show that 
passenger numbers had more than 


halved in the last year down to 588. 
The LAAG says the airport is cur¬ 
rently operating at one per cent of 
its current capacity. 

Louise Barton of LAAG said: “We 
are now in 2010 and the airport has 
failed to attract any new customers. 

“A new airport will not create 
demand or the ludicrous job num¬ 
bers marketed by Lydd Airport.” 

The controversial scheme passed 
by Shepway council has received 
objections on environmental 
grounds. Ashford council also 
objected to the plans because of the 
strain it would create on the bor¬ 
ough’s roads, its affects on tourism 
and increased flights over the area. 

In response Mr Gordon said: “The 
airport has sustained losses since 
2001 when Sheikh Fahad al-Athel 
first invested. 

“These losses rose steadily from 
2001 until a full complement of fire 
crew, air traffic and other support 
staff were in place and have been 
maintained at about £2m a year 
since. There were some cut backs 
but the Sheikh has largely main¬ 
tained the work force. 

“The delay in obtaining planning 
permission for our development 
has, of course, been unhelpful.” 

“I took over as managing director 
in the autumn of 2009 and have 
advised the Sheikh that we need to 
sustain losses for another few years 
yet. However, despite the very 
marked dip in the economy, I am 
confident the long-term growth 
trends will return and this will have 
a positive effect on regional growth.”

The £2.5 million project is funded 
through Government growth area 
funding and is being coordinated by 
Ashford’s Future with Southeastern. 

Mr Hildreth added: “We support 
changes to streets and squares to 
make them pedestrian-friendly but 
we cannot sit by and allow essential 
transport to be moved to a position 
where the travelling public will not 
be able to see them. There is no con¬ 
sideration given to the disabled, 
infirm or mothers with young chil¬ 
dren who use the services provided 
by taxis and buses. 

“If this project continues, people 
will be deprived of an existing con¬ 
venient and reliable service.” 

But Cllr Michael Claughton, who 
chairs Ashford Access, said disabled 
people’s views had been taken into 
account. 

He said: “We have had three meet¬ 
ings with the architect and the sta¬ 
tion manager. We have had walka¬ 
bouts with the architect and made 
our views known. Those views are 
being accommodated as much as 
they can. There has to be a balance 
with such a scheme, but from 
Ashford Access’s point of view we are 
pretty happy with what is being pro¬ 
posed. 

“People may have to travel a few 
extra yards on their journey but we 
are taking this scheme forward in a 
positive frame of mind.” 

Mr Claughton said it would be 
impossible to be sure how the new 
scheme would work out until it was 
finished. 

He said: “Our concerns have not 
been ignored. If the scheme is up and 
running and we think improvements 
can be made, we will tell them.”

Monthly sldn dinic goes on trial 


THE NHS is setting up a six-month 
trial in Sellindge to deal with 
patient’s skin conditions. 

Dermatology consultants Dr Kurt 
Ayerst, who is usually based at 
William Harvey, and Dr Catriona 
Irvine from Kent and Canterbury 
Hospital, are setting up the monthly 
clinics at a doctor’s practice in the vil¬ 
lage. 

The consultants will be supported 
by nurse Ruth Wright who has 
received additional training in der¬ 
matology. They will diagnose, treat 
and monitor skin conditions, such as 


psoriasis, severe eczema, facial rash¬ 
es and birth marks. However, 
patients with skin cancer will contin¬ 
ue to be referred to a hospital. 

It is hoped the clinics will be rolled 
out across the whole of the Eastern 
and Coastal Kent area if the trial is a 
success. 

Practice GP Dr Giuseppina Del 
Bianco said: “This is good news for 
our patients. By offering this service, 
patients will be seen more quickly 
and their medical and drug history is 
available to the visiting consultant. 

“They can be monitored closer to 


home and avoid a trip to hospital. We 
are hoping to improve the knowledge 
and training of all our doctors and 
nurses which will have the benefit of 
reducing the number of patients hav¬ 
ing to go to hospital.”

Veteran meets 
1940 saviour

ERIC Woodroffe and Albert George 
were at sea together for the first 
time on board the pleasure cruiser 
Medway Queen off the beaches of 
Dunkirk 70 years ago. 

During Operation Dynamo to save soldiers 
from the beaches, Mr Woodroffe, now 92, from 
Canterbury was on his sixth mercy mission 
across the channel. 

Today, as the 70th anniversary was celebrat¬ 
ed, volunteers are seeking to preserve the 
Medway Queen as a memorial to the vessels 
which took part in the evacuation. 

Mr George, who now lives in Ashford, was one 
of the hundreds of men desperate to escape the 
beaches strewn with dead and dying men. 

And last week the two met properly on as vet¬ 
erans headed back to Dunkirk for the 70th 
anniversary of the evacuation. 

The decades have not diminished Mr 
George’s gratitude to the ship and its crew. 

“The Medway Queen was my guardian 
angel,” said Mr George who was led on board 


the ship along with 15 others as bombs and 
shells rocked the shoreline. 

“It feels wonderful to see one of the men who 
rescued me. I nearly fell over and kissed him.” 

Mr Woodroffe who was a member of the Royal 
Naval Reserve, made a total of seven trips to 
the beaches sometimes under attack by 
German dive bombers. 

The Medway Queen - which is in the process 
of being restored after it was abandoned on an 
isolated creek on the Isle of Grain for decades - 
was designed as a river-going paddle steamer 


rather than an ocean going warship. 

Its shallow draught meant it could get close 
in to the beaches and pick up soldiers without 
grounding. 

But its design also meant it was prone to cap¬ 
sizing if overloaded. 

“She was not very stable,” said Mr Woodroffe. 

“When we got back within sight of Dover 
someone would say ‘there’s Dover Castle’ and 
there would be quite a heel (list to one side) as 
the soldiers rushed over to look.”

Stone thrower could

However, due to the impact and 
the lack of other traffic on the road at 
time, it is assumed that the large stone 
was thrown from the footbridge at the car. 

Cl John Frayne said: “This is a very 
stupid thing to do. This could have quite 
easily smashed the windscreen and 
struck the driver with disastrous conse¬ 
quences. There have been incidents of 
this kind in Ashford before and I cannot 
emphasise strongly enough that on this 
occasion the driver was lucky.”

He had told her he was with 
friends from the Thames & Field 
Metal Detecting Society on a charity 
search rally on the Kent coast when 
he discovered the Visigothic gold 
coin after two hours of searching and 
immediately handed it over to offi¬ 
cials. 

“It was a fine example and 
although a single coin is not normal¬ 
ly regarded as treasure trove this 
had been modified later and is so 
rare that the British Museum want 
to keep it.” 

Mrs Redman congratulated him 
on his success and said that he 
would be rewarded for the find. The 
compensation sum has not yet been 
agreed.

New housing to 
make village life 
easier to afford 


TWELVE new affordable homes 
will help secure the future of 
Rolvenden village according to a 
housing association. 

A special legal agreement means that only 
households with a genuine local connection 
are allocated the homes, under a scheme 
pioneered by housing association English 
Rural Housing. 

People eligible include those who already 
live in the village, people who grew up there 
and who have moved away and need to 
return to support their family, and those who 
work in the village. 

The popularity of Rolvenden with its near¬ 
by station of Headcom has pushed house 
prices beyond the reach of most local people. 

Reduced 

Alison Thompson, regional development 
manager for English Rural Housing, said: 
“We sell the properties at reduced market 
value. In this case we sold them for about 
£105,000. On the open market they would be 
worth more than double that. 

“The owners own about 52 per cent. We 
retain a legal charge on the property so that 
it can never be sold on the open market.” 

Restricted planning regulations mean the 
new homes will have to remain in the local 
community for perpetuity. They cannot be sold 
on the open market and tenants do not have a 
right to buy as with other social housing. 

Ms Thompson said: “I think now people can 
see it is allowing young people to stay in the 
village they are happy. Young people and

young families will support the community in 
the future.” 

The greenfield site would not normally be 
granted planning permission for housing but 
because it was an affordable housing scheme 
to meet the need of the community, Ashford 
council passed the development. 

The homes are the result of a partnership 
between English Rural Housing Association, 
Ashford council and Rolvenden Parish Council. 
The land was once owned by the local priest 
and was sold by the Diocese of Canterbury. 

The development was officially opened 
by Trevor Willmott, the Bishop of Dover, 
last week. 

The scheme was funded by money from the 
Government’s affordable housing programme. 

Four of the homes have been sold on a 
shared ownership basis and the other eight 
have been made available on affordable rents. 

The homes have been built to level three 
sustainability code and include environmen¬ 
tal features such as ground source heat 
pumps to provide heating and hot water. 
They have also been designed to reduce anti 
social behaviour. 

English Rural Housing is building 120 
properties around the borough with Ashford 
council. It also has sites in Godmersham, 
Charing and Egerton. 

Ms Thompson said: “This is a very attractive 
development built to a high standard with peo¬ 
ple of all ages developing a network of friends. 
It is a community within a community.” 


Victim Support chief has died aged 46 

A DEDICATED Victim Support manager from Ashford has 
died suddenly at the age of just 46. 

Robert Chambers was based at the charity’s offices in 
Beaver Road. 

Mr Chambers became involved in the group when 
it was relocated to Ashford and was interviewed by 
Yourashford as part of our Q and A feature earlier this year, 
when he made it clear how much he valued helping others. 

Talking about his work at the time he said: “It is very 
rewarding to be able to help people in such serious difficulties 
and to work with our brilliant team of volunteers. I had 
always known about the work of Victim Support from the TV 
programme Crimewatch.” 

Lately Mr Chambers had been working as the charity’s vol¬ 
unteer and community manager for West Kent and Dartford. 

Colleagues of Mr Chambers say his death was unexpected. 

Lorraine Horlock said: “He passed away suddenly last

Leadership consultation 

THE council has launched a consultation 
about its future structure.

Council members would not able to remove 
the mayor from office. 

The option preferred by the council is the 
new-style leader and cabinet model where 
the leader would be a councillor, elected in the 
normal local elections and appointed as 
Leader by the rest of the members. 

The council would retain powers to remove 
the leader from office in certain circumstances. 

This arrangement most closely reflects the 
current system adopted in July 2001. Under 
both systems the leader or mayor would hold 
responsibility for all executive functions and 
would be appointed for a four-year term.

THE legend of the Little Ships 
lives on. 

In Ramsgate last week dozens of craft sailed 
into the harbour to re-enact the miraculous res¬ 
cue of thousands upon thousands of Allied troops 
from the beaches of Dunkirk 70 years ago. 

Ships of all shapes and sizes moored up as 
part of the town’s Dynamo Day celebrations on 
Thursday, which attracted thousands of people.

The boat made 16 trips back and forth to 
larger carrier vessels during the extraordinary 
evacuation effort. 

It was taken without permission from 
Ramsgate harbour by two young Thanet 
brothers, Ron and Alan Tomlinson, who 
worked for local firm Claxton Shipwrights. 

Their only thought was to help the evacua¬ 
tion and they took off across the Channel with 
not a thought for their own safety. 

The brothers feared they would get in trou¬ 


ble for their efforts and be arrested, but they 
were rightly commended and praised for their 
bravery when they arrived back home. 

The Tom Tit is now under the ownership of 
skipper Trevor Phillips, who believes it may 
have helped rescue up to 500 men and was one 
of the last boats able to rescue troops from a pier 
as the Germans were right at the other end. 

He said: “What they did was a seriously dan¬ 
gerous thing. The boat caught fire twice! These 
lads were determined to do their bit and that’s 
a fantastic achievement on their part.” 

Mr Phillips keeps the boat in first-class 
order and it spends most of its time in the 
Thames near his home in Weybridge, Surrey. 

The Tom Tit, a port-cruiser, was among the 
50 boats that made the crossing to Dunkirk 
last week. 

Many of those who sail the Little Ships say 
they feel more like custodians of pieces of his¬ 


tory than mere boat-owners. 

Tony Famcombe, skipper of the Wanda, a 
motor-cruiser, said: “I’m very proud to be an 
owner of a Dunkirk Little Ship. 

History 

“It’s also something that you are very con¬ 
cerned about. You are the keeper of a piece of 
history and you are passing something on. 

“It’s a responsibility you have. These boats 
die very quickly if they don’t get regular atten¬ 
tion. We have to look after them.” 

Ian Gilbert owns the motor-yacht Papillon, 
which was built in 1930. 

He said: ‘When I had the chance to buy a 
Dunkirk Little Ship, it seemed too good an 
opportunity to miss, but these are pieces of his¬ 
tory and we must remember that and main¬ 
tain them in such a way. 

“This is my third return and every five years 


it becomes more of an occasion - it’s a fabulous 
thing to be involved in. 

“It’s wonderful that Operation Dynamo and 
the sacrifices that were made on the beaches is 
being remembered. It’s going to be a big cele¬ 
bration in France this weekend.” 

Ray Dunstone of the Angele Aline, one of the 
oldest boats to make the intrepid voyage in 
1940, also sailed across. 

He said: “The Angele Aline is thought to 
have saved more than 300 soldiers during the 
Dunkirk rescue, according to records. 

“I bought the Angele in 2007 and it’s tremen¬ 
dous to be a part of these commemorations 
when you think about it. It’s incredible.” 

Hundreds of war veterans turned out for 
Dynamo Day and the town buzzed with people 
as Forces sweetheart Kas sang standards such 
as The White Cliffs of Dover to crowds. 

The poignant atmosphere was also evident

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in the harbour area, where members of the 
public were invited to meet Little Ships own¬ 
ers and crews where the boats were moored. 

Many, such as Ian Frank from Dover, took 
the chance to board vessels. 

He said: “I wanted to come today to see the 
Little Ships for myself. 

“With it being the 70th anniversary, I 
thought it the ideal time to come down. 

“The skippers of the boats I have talked to 
are all dedicated to keeping them alive and 
working, which is great to see. 

“It’s such an inspiring event and I hope the 
crossing goes well for them tomorrow. 

“Dunkirk was not a military triumph as it 
marked our retreat, but it did show our spirit 
and camaraderie as never before and probably 
never since.” TB

The Dunkirk Spirit is alive and well 


TALES of heroism, miraculous escapes and 
tragedy were all shared by Second World War 
veterans as they paid respects to fallen com¬ 
rades and remembered the events of 70 years 
ago in Dunkirk, last week. 

The anniversary marked the evacuation of 
the French port, codenamed Operation 
Dynamo, which took place between May 26 
and June 4,1940. 

A flotilla of 900 naval and civilian craft was 
sent across the Channel under RAF protec¬ 
tion and managed to rescue 338,226 people. 

During the evacuation, the Luftwaffe 
attacks reduced the town of Dunkirk to rubble 
and destroyed 235 vessels and 106 aircraft. 

At least 5,000 soldiers lost their lives. 

Although the Germans took more than a 
million Allied prisoners in three weeks at a 
cost of 60,000 casualties, the evacuation was 
a major boost to British morale. 

Hundreds of small vessels set sail to bring 
the troops off the beaches after an order was 
issued on BBC Radio to “all owners of self- 
propelled pleasure craft between 30 and 100 
feet in length to send all particulars to the 
Admiralty”. 

The Prime Minister, Winston Churchill, 
described the “miracle of deliverance” from 


Dunkirk and warned of an impending inva¬ 
sion in a moving speech to Parliament on the 
day the last allied soldier arrived home at the 
end of the 10-day operation. 

The ‘Dunkirk Spirit’ has passed into British 
folklore and the originators of that phrase 
remembered proudly the events of early sum¬ 
mer 1940. 

Veterans, along with guests, schoolchildren 
and representatives of the Help for Heroes 
charity arrived in Dunkirk on the Norfolkline 
ship Maersk Dover accompanied by the 
Parachute Regimental Band. 

Many of the remaining Little Ships also 
made the crossing for remembrance cere¬ 
monies in Dunkirk. 

Michael Weller-Bentall, now 89, and with 
family in Ashford, remembers Dunkirk being 
like “Dante’s Inferno”. 

He said: “When we reached the town it was 
on fire. Boats were sunk all along the port. It 
was like something from Dante’s Inferno. 

“But I saw a little boat on the edge of the 
water and it had oars on board. I knew how 
to row so we made it out to a minesweeper.” 

On board the ship the rescued soldiers had 
another slice of luck. 

“A dive bomber dropped its bomb straight 


into our ammunition compartment,” said Mr 
Weller-Bentall who now lives in Canada and 
walked to the beaches of Dunkirk over a peri¬ 
od of days from near Brussels as the British 
Army retreated. 

“If we hadn’t run out we’d have been blown 
to pieces. I knew nothing about it, though. 

“I was asleep and only woke up when we 
reached Sheemess. 

“But if it had gone off I’d have been at the 
bottom of the Channel.” 

George Kemp of the Queen’s Cameron 
Highlanders joined the Army in 1940 after 
seeing footage of the Dunkirk evacuation on 
the cinema news. 

He said: “I knocked two years off my age in 
order to join up. So the Army still thinks I’m 
88 but actually I’m 86. 

“It’s an honour to pay tribute to the men of 
Dunkirk today. 

“It’s great to meet up with some of my for¬ 
mer comrades and it’s also great to see many 
current soldiers giving us so much respect.” 

The ship carrying the veterans left the Port of 
Dover after an address from Lord Lieutenant 
of Kent Allan Willett who praised the courage 
of the men who fought 70 years ago and to the 
sound of the Parachute Regiment band. NA

Did the local vote demonstrate anything to you? 


Yes. It showed the Canterbury constituen¬ 
cy is less Conservative than people believe. 

If you look at all the Kent constituencies it is 
the second least Conservative. Dover is the 
least Conservative, where the Conservatives 
polled 44 per cent. Canterbury, next, with 44.8 
per cent, and then there are constituencies 
like Dartford with 48.8 per cent, Rochester 
with 49.2 per cent, Sittingboume and Sheppey 
with 50 per cent. They were all held by Labour 
until the election and yet the Conservative 
share of the vote is higher. The split of votes in 
the past has made Canterbury appear more 
Conservative than it really is.

How does this year's result compare with last year's? 


Q 


Why has this happened? 


A I think there are two reasons. One is that 
the Conservatives are not so popular in 
Canterbury for political reasons. Secondly, the 
social character of the constituency is chang¬ 
ing. 

All university seats, which are situated in 
what used to be Conservative strongholds, 
have steadily become more left-wing in their 
voting behaviour. It is not just students of 
course; it is all the things that come with stu¬ 
dents, which includes the teaching staff, the 
young people who come to the city as students 
then stay on to work. 

The Canterbury I knew as a boy was a farm¬ 
ers’ market town. It had a strong Church of 
England and Army presence, unlike the 
vibrant and metropolitan feel it has today. 


A Just look at the seats around Canterbury 
to see what happened to the Conservative 
vote in the last five years. In Faversham it 
went up six per cent, in Ashford it went up 2.7 
per cent, in Folkestone it didn’t go up, I think 
essentially because Michael Howard had a 
strong personal vote. In Dover the 
Conservative share of the vote went up nine 
per cent. In Thanet North it went up 4.7 per 
cent, and in Thanet South the Conservative 
share of the vote went up 6.8 per cent. So, if 
the Conservatives had done in Canterbury as 
they were doing in surrounding constituen¬ 
cies, the vote went up a measly 0.3 per cent.

Is it likely to continue changing? 


A Yes. It is built into what has happened 
here. All the Conservative voters in the 
larger, suburban houses are either moving out 
or dying off, to be replaced by younger people 
whose voting habits are less class-bound and 
tend, if they are professional and well-educat¬ 
ed, to be more to the left. This doesn’t mean 
any one party - the Greens do very well in 
cities like this. The Greens did well in the 
European elections here and they won a seat 
in Brighton, a not dissimilar constituency. 


Q 


How has the area changed? 


A When I was a boy Canterbury council, that 
is the historic area of Canterbury city, had 
32 members. There were normally 30,31 or 32 
Conservatives, and one or two Labour. 

Canterbury was so old-fashioned. Now it is a 
much more vibrant and outgoing place. The 
university opened in the late 1970s, Labour 
took control of the old Canterbury area in the 
early 70s, I think 1971. 

Now within the bigger Canterbury district, 
which is all the villages, Whitstable and Heme 
Bay, the historic city of Canterbury is only a 
small part. In Canterbury itself there are 14 
councillors, 11 Liberal, three Conservative and 
no Labour. 


Q 


What does this mean? 


A lt means the Liberals are better placed 
next time. But in the 2005 election there is 
no doubt in Whitstable that Labour was clear¬ 
ly stronger. 

Liberal-minded, green, centre-left voters 
wanted to say who has got the best chance of 
beating the Tories. If they lived in Whitstable 
they chose Labour, if they lived in Canterbury 
itself they chose the Liberal Democrats. 

Hence the tactical vote was split. Now it has 
become clear and that alters the game of poli¬ 
tics in Canterbury very considerably.

A SHAKE-UP of the planning system that 
promises more power for local authorities 
has been welcomed in Kent. 

The government proposals announced last 
week include the abolition of the 
Infrastructure Planning Commission and 
the scrapping of the South East Plan, which 
sets specific housing targets for towns 
throughout the region. 

Sean Furey, deputy director of the Protect 
Kent, the county’s branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England, said there were a lot 
of things to be positive about. 

“It’s potentially a good thing if we’re going 
to see more local decision-making,” he said. 

“The point of all the regional plans was so 
central government could devolve to local 
planners, but it ended up being the other way 
around. The power went the wrong way and 
a lot of things were imposed on Kent as a 
result. Hopefully this trend can now be 
reversed because local authorities know the 
local issues better. 

The official aim of the South East Plan was 
to ensure the region remained “economically 
successful and an attractive place to live for 
future generations”. 


A final version of the document was pub¬ 
lished by the former Labour government in 
May last year, and included a housing target 
of 32,700 homes per year up to 2026. 

Mr Furey said he was pleased these targets 
would now be removed but was concerned it 
could undermine the regeneration efforts in 
towns like Ashford, Dover, Sittingboume and 
Dartford. 

He also voiced his support for the removal 
of policy support for rail-freight depots, 
which he said could kill off the proposed BIG 
depot at Wrotham, Platt and Borough Green. 

Kent County Council leader Paul Carter 
admitted it was “back to the drawing board” 
for many schemes, adding that some would 
never have been successful anyway 

Cllr Carter said he was also pleased to see 
the back of the Infrastructure Planning 
Commission (IPC), which has only been 
accepting applications for major projects 
such as power stations and wind farms since 
March this year. 

His view that it was an unelected quango 
that “got in the way” was backed by Mr 
Furey, who added that there was “very little 
democratic accountability’. 



Stopping hospital 
superbug outbreak 
is in all our hands

A HEALTH watchdog has warned of a poten¬ 
tial superbug infection outbreak if hospital 
staff fail to prioritise hand hygiene. 

It follows a study of eight of the county’s hos¬ 
pitals where bacteria linked to MRSA and 
Clostridium difficile was found on some wards. 

Health experts have now issued a stark 
warning to hospitals, reminding them of the 
C diff outbreak at the Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust where 90 patients 
died between 2004 and 2006 across its three 
hospitals. 

Officials from Kent and Medway Local 
Involvement Network (LINk), who carried out 
the research, said they understood infection 
rates were falling across the county, but 
stressed that hand hygiene standards must be 
kept up. 

Graham Hills, operations director of the 
organisation, which looks to improve health 
and social care in Kent and Medway, said some 
of their findings were “disturbing”. 

“MRSA and C diff rates are dropping so the 
high-profile messages by hospitals to use hand 
gels are having some impact, but it’s the incon¬ 
sistency of use by staff and visitors that is con¬ 
cerning,” he said. 

“On swabs taken around hospitals, we found 
bacteria which could pose a risk to patients’ 
health at nurses’ stations - such as computer 
keyboards - bathrooms and patients’ bedsides. 

“Some of the bacteria we found was part of 
the MRSA and C diff bacteria groups. We don’t 
want to see another infection outbreak.” 

Research was carried out between 
September, 2009, and March, 2010, at William 
Harvey Hospital in Ashford; Kent and 
Canterbury in Canterbury; Darent Valley in 
Dartford; Medway Maritime in Gillingham; 
Maidstone Hospital; Queen Elizabeth the 
Queen Mother in Margate; Kent and Sussex in 
Tunbridge Wells; and Pembury, also in 
Tunbridge Wells. 

Hygiene 

A total of 1,353 observations were made of 
staff, patients and visitors using hand hygiene 
gel dispensers, and 145 swab samples taken 
from around the hospitals. 

Levels of compliance varied from 80 per cent 
down to less than 20 per cent, with observa¬ 
tions of use at the entrance to wards being low¬ 
est at the William Harvey, which is run by the 
East Kent Hospitals University NHS 
Foundation Trust. 

The highest usage was seen at Pembury - 
one of the hospitals embroiled in the superbug 
scandal three years ago. 

Mr Hills said while he realises it is impossi¬ 
ble to create environments that are totally bac- 
teria-free, contamination at key places indi¬ 
cates less than perfect cleaning systems. 

Seven of the 145 swabs taken - four from 
computer keys, two from hot taps and one from 
unisex public toilets - found bacteria linked to 
MRSA. 

Hazel Brain, a volunteer who helped carry 
out the study, said: “What we found most dis¬ 
appointing was that so many people moving 
around the hospital were not making enough 
use of the facilities provided for them.” 

But NHS trusts, who welcomed the report, 
have stressed cleanliness is a priority, proven 
by the sharp fall in infection rates. 

Linda Dempster, head of infection prevention 
and control at Medway NHS Foundation Trust 
- where rates of MRSA have fallen by 77 per 
cent in the last four years - said the researchers 
did not view eveiy area of the hospitals: “They 
did not see point of care where hand hygiene is 
vital because we couldn’t let researchers right 
next to the patients,” she said. 

“Also, in regards to random swabbing, if 
something has only just been used it may have 
bacteria on it, but this will be cleaned. 

“If staff see people not complying with hand 
rubs they’ll speak to them, but it’s difficult to 
police them 24/7.”

Kieran 
Owler finished third and Dale Wallace 
won the under 15s boys’ title. 


TWO children from Great Chart 
Primary School have been award¬ 
ed prizes for their poster designs 
warning about bogus traders. 

The competition was organised by Kent 
Trading Standards. 

The winning entry was created by Samuel 
Beale, age 11, from the school. He received his 
prize and certificate from Avtar Sandhu, Kent 
County Council’s deputy cabinet member for 
community services. 

Samuel’s poster came top out of more than 
300 entries from 16 schools across the county. 

The posters are designed to be put up in doc¬ 
tors’ surgeries and other public buildings as a 
way of helping residents, especially vulnerable 
and elderly people, to be aware of the dangers 
of cold-callers on the doorstep. 

The competition was also seen as a way to 
raise awareness amongst youngsters them¬ 
selves about the issue, so that they could 
spread the message to family and friends. 

The third prize went to Kira Matthews, 10, 
also from the Great Chart Primary School. 

The designs showed the importance of 
checking that people working for utility com¬ 
panies have ID badges that can be checked 
over the phone and warning people not to be 
pressured into agreeing a business transac¬ 
tion if they don’t want to. 

Graeme Preston from Kent Trading 
Standards, who judged the entries, said: “The 
standard of entries was very high, so choosing 
a winner was really difficult. The four finalists 


all entered excellent designs and the winning 
entry is fantastic.” 

Second place was awarded to Amy Brunton, 
13, from Milestone School in New Ash Green 
and fourth place was awarded to India Martin, 
11, from Weald County Primary School in 
Sevenoaks. The winners picked up their cer¬ 
tificates of achievement from St Faith’s 
Library in Maidstone. 

Mr Preston added: “This competition is a fun 
way to get young people involved in what is a 


serious issue. Cold-calling can be really intim¬ 
idating, and summertime traditionally sees an 
increase in traders going door to door. 

“It’s important that we get the message out 
now that you should always get a number of 
written quotations from different traders and 
don’t be pressured into making a decision on 
the doorstep.”

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Winter was cold 
hard lesson for 

highway service 


“DISJOINTED and poorly pre¬ 
pared” is how district council 
chiefs have described Kent’s 
response to the chaotic snow¬ 
storms of last winter. 

Roads were gridlocked, ferries delayed and 
trains cancelled during the worst period of 
icy weather in more than 30 years, resulting 
in three “snow emergencies” being called 
between December and February. 

And despite constant reassurances from 
Kent County Council that it was coping well 
with keeping the traffic moving, residents 
stuck for hours on motorways and in town 
centres remained unconvinced. 

Their complaints have now been backed up 
by chief executives from some of the county’s 
district and borough councils, who took part 
in a consultation to judge how well the 
authority fared. 

A new report reveals that when the snow 
first came down shortly before Christmas, 
the general consensus was that Kent 
Highway Services was “poorly prepared, 
without adequate plans in place”. 

It added that “staff were not available and

communication was poor for most districts, if 
not all”. 

The councils also criticised the poor local 
knowledge of important priority routes for 
some areas, the “disjointed” nature of Kent 
Highways and the “ill-prepared” KCC call 
centre. 

However, they did acknowledge that les¬ 
sons were learned after the first period of 
snow and that improvements were made as 
the poor weather continued. 

Cabinet member for highways Cllr Nick 
Chard admitted the council’s initial response 
to the snowfall was not perfect, and wel¬ 
comed the criticism. 

He said: “What I’m pleased about is that 
Kent Highway Services wants to improve. 

“No it wasn’t perfect but it has enabled us 
to identify several areas where we clearly 
need to make improvements. 

“Let’s be realistic - it was the worst winter 
for 30 years and I hope we don’t get another 
one like it for some time, but if we do we will be 
better prepared and people will have a clearer 
understanding of what to expect from us.”

Council tenants must 


be given their voice 


Within the next week council 
tenants in Thanet, Canterbury, 
Dover and Shepway will be sent 
‘Our plans for improving your 
housing services’. 

KOS Media has been kind enough 
to publish a letter from me in the 
past outlining the background to 
these proposals which will attempt 
to take council housing management 
into an Arms Length Management 
Organisation (ALMO). 

This will include 18,000 
properties and the consultation 
process involves ‘open days’ (not the 


public meetings I requested) in 
many parts of east Kent. There will 
also be a ‘telephone consultation’ 
which, again, will be very limited. 

Tenants in all areas need to be 
satisfied they have ample 
opportunity to ask questions and 
the Millmead estate in Margate, 
with a large housing stock, 
certainly needs more than one 
designated ‘open day’. 

I have also drawn attention to the 
fact that there are NO ‘open days’ 
for Westgate and that this must be 
rectified. 

Tenants and the wider public 
should have a written agreement 
that this is NOT the first step in 
privatising council housing which 
has long been the preferred option 
of many Conservatives no doubt 
emboldened by having a foot in 
Downing Street. 

The Labour Group at Thanet 
District Council has consistently 
demanded a ballot of all tenants. 
The only concession has been to 
hold one if required after the ‘open 
days’ and telephone canvassing. We 
cannot see how any council can 
properly ascertain all of our 
tenants’ views through this 
haphazard system. 

Labour councillors will do their 
best to attend all of the ‘open days’ 
in Thanet and I would urge tenants 
and indeed the general public to be 
very aware of the long-term 
implications in this nationally 
changed political landscape.

On the back of National Family 
Week, running until June 6, The 
Caldecott Foundation is appealing 
for a financial helping hand for 
Siblings Together summer camps 
which bring siblings together who 
have been separated by the care 
system.

The camps allow us to safely 
reunite siblings within a safe 
caring environment. 

They were founded by Delma 
Hughes a professional Art 
Therapist and mother, who 
herself suffered from being 
separated from her six siblings 
throughout her 16 years as a 
child in care. 

She has brought Siblings 
Together to The Caldecott 
Foundation to help develop the 
camps further since it is a 
relatively new concept, and 
welcomes The Caldecott’s 
specialist input. 

It has taken its inspiration 
partially from an American 
programme, Camp to Belong who 
assisted Delma Hughes in her 
research when she visited and 
worked in the camps in 2007. 

A one-off pilot camp for siblings 
was held in the UK shortly after 
this successfully adapting the 
project to meet the specific needs 
of children in care in the UK. 

Further camps have been held in 
Devon & also one at the young Vic 
Theatre London which was a non 
residential. The camps have since 
inspired Social Workers & Foster 
Carers in Australia to create 
camps for their children in care 
and adoption. 

We are looking for corporate

Government cut in 
spending not such 
bad news for KCC 

COUNCILS are to feel the strain of 
Government spending cuts after new 
Chancellor George Osborne announced 
£1.165 billion reductions nationwide in 
local authority grants. 

But instead of 
condemning the 
massive cuts, 
authorities have 
welcomed the 
decision after Mr 
Osborne said in 
return councils 
would have more 
flexibility over 
their budgets. 

Under the new 
Con-Lib coalition, 
ring-fencing of 
£1.7bn of Govern¬ 
ment grant funding will be scrapped for 
2010 - 11 . 

It means officials at County Hall, 
which felt its hands were tied in terms of 
spending under the previous Government, 
will have a say over where money goes. 

In Kent County Council’s 2010-11 
budget the total figure of Government 
grants - excluding schools funding - is 
£585,624,000. 

Tory leader Cllr Paul Carter said 
although future cuts could be significant, 
councils will have more control on a local 
level. 

“We’re essentially going to be freed up,” 
he said. ‘We won’t have to do some of 
Government’s prescribed projects as 
before where we had to spend specific 
grants on a, b or c. We can spend the 
money on our locality and our priorities.” 


A SCHOOL Olympics scheme 
pioneered in Kent and supported by 
double gold-medallist Dame Kelly 
Holmes is to be transformed into a 
national event. 

The Con-Lib coalition confirmed in its 
programme for government last week that it 
would introduce an annual sports and athletics 
initiative for youngsters, which sports minister 
Hugh Robertson had earlier said would be 
based on the model for the highly-successful 
Kent School Games. 

Launched in 2008, the brainchild of Kent 
County Council leader Cllr Paul Carter is a 
bi-annual event enjoyed by thousands of pupils 
battling it out for supremacy in 38 different 
activities. 

KCC cabinet member for communities Cllr 
Mike Hill - also a member of the Kent 
Campaign for the 2012 Games - welcomed the 
Government’s announcement. 

He said: We’re very pleased. We set up a little 
working group that Hugh Robertson (also the 
MP for Faversham and Mid Kent) and Derek 
Wyatt (former Labour MP for Sittingbourne 
and Sheppey) sat on, and they’ve been very 
helpful in advising us. I’m delighted these ideas 
have been taken forward onto a national level. 
The Kent School Games have been a great 
success for us. 

“It takes a whole two years to run through all 
the heats and finals, but we are really 
encouraged by how well it has been received.

“Suddenly sports that have been in the 
doldrums are coming to the fore, and our 
schoolchildren are really embracing the 
positive ideals of the Olympic Games.” 

The heats for the second Kent School Games 
started last year, with more than 30,000 pupils 
aged five to 16 - including those with disabilities 
- taking part. The finals will be held in July. 

Prime Minister David Cameron revealed the 
first School Olympics would begin next year 
and climax with a session held at the new 
Olympic Stadium in 2012. 

He said a key reason in creating the scheme 
was so that it helped to make sure the London 
2012 Games benefit the entire country and not 
just the capital. 

The news is sure to be welcomed by double 
gold-medallist and Hildenborough resident 
Dame Kelly Holmes, who told KOS Media in 
October that she wanted the Kent School 
Games model to be adopted by whichever party 
won the general election. 

She said: “It was the mass participation and 
how so many people and agencies were running 
the events - the council, schools, teachers and 
young people that came on board. 

“I thought it was absolutely brilliant and a 
great model to replicate around the country. 

“I’ve been mulling over it. I’m always being 
asked my opinion or to back an initiative, and 
this was one of the things I was asked about 
and I said ‘yes’.”

PREPARE for the unexpected as 
Paul Merton and his Impro Chums 
make something out of nothing. 

Between them, they have a wealth of experi¬ 
ence in conjuring comedy from thin air, so 
Merton and his co-stars are adept at making 
audiences laugh purely through their own wit 
and invention. A riotous evening of unpre¬ 
dictable hilarity awaits as the national tour 
makes its way to Folkestone. 

Even the best stand-up comedians need 
their script, with very few being able to create 
a successful show entirely on the spot. But the 
Impro Chums do just that and critics recom¬ 
mend that comedy fans catch these masterful 
performers in the act. 

Paul Merton has been a familiar television 
face for 20 years, thanks to his regular appear¬ 
ance as a panellist on the BBC’s Have I Got 
News For You.

THE line-up for this summer’s 
Hop Farm Festival is as good as 
any other music event in the UK, 
says organiser Vince Power.

Dempsey. 

Dr John and The Lower 911 
have now been added to this bill 
and will be the second support 
before Blondie and Van Morrison. 

The Big Tent stage on Friday 
will host Afro Celt Sound System, 
Richard Thompson, Peter Green 
& Friends, and Sweet Billy 
Pilgrim, with Sparrow And The 
Workshop, and Paris Riots added. 

Organisers announced two 
weeks ago that a third stage was 
being added to the event, but we 
can now reveal that festival goers 
will also be able to enjoy a come¬ 
dy show and a campsite area 
hosting acoustic performances. 

The third stage is being called 
the Bread & Roses stage and the 
line-up includes The Ruskins, 
Hoodlums and Billy Vincent. 

It will also host a comedy show 
featuring Bob Mills, Keith Platt 
and Ian Cognito. 

Mr Power added: “Every festi¬ 
val I have done has taken 
between three and five years to 
get on the festival map and for 
people to see it as here to stay. 

“With the Hop Farm having leg¬ 
ends mixed with great new acts 
like Mumford & Sons and Laura 
Marling is the way to go.”

IF YOU’RE heading to the 
Mediterranean for a spot of 
golf, forget booking a hotel 
in Portugal or Spain - try 
Cyprus instead. 

For years, Portugal and Spain 
have enjoyed something of a monop¬ 
oly on the finest golfing destinations 
in the Mediterranean, but they may 
be about to face quite a challenge 
from Cyprus. 

When it comes to golf, Cyprus is 
the new kid on the block. It only 
boasts three courses, but there are 
ambitious plans for another 14 in 
the next few years to turn the island 
into another golfer’s paradise. 

If the impressive courses at 
Aphrodite Hills, Secret Valley and 
Minthis Hills are anything to go by, 
Cyprus is well on its way to becom¬ 
ing a utopia for golfers of all abili¬ 
ties. 

I teed off my experience at the opu¬ 
lent surroundings of the Aphrodite 
Hills Resort, a fabulous five-star 
development on a plateau overlook¬ 
ing Petra tou Romiou, the legendary 
birthplace of Aphrodite, the goddess 
of love. 

The resort oozes elegance, but for 
150 euros a round, you expect some¬ 
thing special! Built on a mountain, it 
is separated by a dramatic ravine, so 
buggies are essential to complete the 
course in a day. 

Aphrodite Hills has plenty for golf 
widows and families too. It also fea¬ 
tures a first-class tennis academy, a 
beach club, and a multi-purpose 
sports court for children, with every¬ 
thing from volleyball to mini-foot¬ 
ball. 

The surrounding region is steeped 
in local history and culture. Taste 
the local vintage at a nearby winery 


and wine museum, or try your hand¬ 
iwork at workshops which turn out 
traditional Cypriot clay pots. 

Next up was Secret Valley Golf 
Club, a short drive from Aphrodite 
Hills, and a course within a colour¬ 
ful, picturesque valley. An ‘easier’ 
proposition than the previous day, 
but hardly one to be taken lightly. 

Although less glamorous than 
Aphrodite Hills, Secret Valley still 
had an air of grandeur, set in a nat¬ 
ural amphitheatre with the hills 
looming up to create a bowl. 

It felt the most ‘British’ of the 
three - and the rain we encountered 
made us feel decidedly British too. 

While we got drenched by the 
heavy downpour - rare in these 
parts, but welcome for the rain- 
starved country - this was Cyprus, 
so we were soon dry and the round 
was completed in bright sunshine. 

We then moved up the road to 
Paphos, a city festooned in history 


and an archaeology lover’s delight, 
whether it be the immaculately pre¬ 
served mosaics at the House of 
Dionysus near the popular harbour, 
or the World Heritage site of the 
Tombs of the Kings. 

Our final golfing destination was 
Minthis Hills near the village of 
Tsada, just 15km north-east of 
Paphos, another venue of breathtak¬ 
ing beauty. 

At an altitude of 550 metres above 
sea level and with meandering hills 
all around, Minthis provides a stun¬ 
ning vista of the Cypriot countryside 
and offers a challenging 18 holes. 

Enjoying the beautiful Cypriot 
sunshine and countryside was a 
delight in itself, but to do it while 
playing a round was pure heaven. 

If you’re seeking a new challenge, 
Cyprus is definitely the place to take 
your clubs to. 

And make it snappy before the 
secret’s out.

The MiTo supermini (from £12,445) 
launched last year ended the wait; it looks 
terrific, comes with lots of features and 
appears robust. 

The big bonus now is the improved MultiAir 
petrol engines with more power yet lower 
emissions and the impressive £17,895 
Cloverleaf flagship tested here. 

The Cloverleaf badge not only revives a 
sporting good luck charm applied to the 
marque’s blood red cars during its racing 
heyday, but revives the lightness and allure of 
the Sud at its fieriest. 

It’s not perfect of course; it’s part of Alfa’s 
charm that something will chaff the neck 
somehow, but it is a cracking little car. 

I’ve always preached that Alfas must be red, 
but the test car looked stunning in bright 
yellow - a tribute to the curvy lines worked 
into a comparatively small yet practical car. 

But the real seduction is behind the 
Cloverleaf s wheel; I already knew the MiTo 
was a superb point and shoot supermini,

whichever engine you have, but this goes 
further yet can even average 50mpg if you are 
sensible. 

The Cloverleaf will turn your head though. 

There is a free-revving 170bhp on tap from a 
1.4-litre petrol unit - 0-62mph in 7.5 seconds- 
and even with the top ‘Dynamic’ throttle and 
suspension DNA setting there is no steering 
wheel fight or scrabbling of the front wheels as 
they battle to put down the power, though I 
can imagine knocking the DNA setting back to 
normal when it gets wet. 

The Cloverleaf can also be flicked through 
all six gears rapidly, helped by a specially 
shortened lever in this version. 

The MiTo caveats are the usual ones; the 
cabin is not the most spacious and inviting in 
class and the boot might be large, but there 
is a high lip to struggle suitcases and shopping 
over. But this is less supermini and more baby 
coupe thanks to style and great powertrains 
including diesels. 

As sales show though, it is the free-revving 
petrols that turn on would-be MiTo buyers, 
who end up with a car that is cheaper, more 
stylish and less common than the increasingly 
ubiquitous Mini.

The hosts didn’t waste any 
time at the crease with half-centuries from Zobie 
Sharif (55) and Aaron Alley (54) setting the run 
chase off to a good start. 

Ashford bowlers struggled to contain 
Blackheath with Mohsin Raza providing the only 
real attack with 2 for 57. In the end Valkovics and 
Ahmed hit the winning runs with an over to 
spare.

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Lovell hopes to persuade 
two new players to join

ASHFORD Town boss Steve Lovell 
hopes to announce more additions 
to his squad this week when he 
holds talks with two potential new 
signings today. 

The Ashford boss will talk to a defender and 
a forward at Homelands in the hope of signing 
the pair for the club’s promotion push next 
season. 

After his side narrowly escaped relegation to 
the Kent League last season, Lovell is keen to 
bring in a number of new faces to ensure it 
doesn’t happen again. Former Dartford 
defender Adam Flanagan was the first new 
face to join Town and Lovell is hoping to 
announce two more additions this week. 

He said: “We’ve got two players coming down 
to speak to myself and chairman Don Crosbie 
and I hope I can sign them both, or at least one 
of them. We will see what happens.” 

Although Town are expecting to have goal¬ 
keepers Scott Chalmers-Stevens and Darren 
Ibrahim at their disposal next season, Lovell 
admitted he is actively seeking to bring in 
another stopper. Former Margate goalkeeper 
Chalmers-Stevens was Ashford’s first choice 
during the last campaign. 

He said: “I’ve told Scott Chalmers-Stevens 
that I am looking for another goalkeeper. We 


have also got Darren Ibrahim but he needs to 
get fitter this season. I think if I can bring in 
another goalkeeper it will keep both Scott and 
Darren on their toes.” 

With more than two months before the new 
season begins, the Ashford manager intends to 
complete his transfer dealings and have the 
majority of his squad put together before 
July’s pre-season fixtures. 


He said: “This time of year is usually quite 
quiet, but I’m fairly happy with how things 
have gone so far as we build our squad for next 
season. Ideally I would like to get the majority 
of my squad together before the first pre-sea- 
son game. However, there are always a few 
players you can pick up from the pre-season 
games and we won’t be turning away players 
who want to join us for pre-season.”

Barham fades away 
in Telenet Trophy

INCONSISTENCY cost Benn Barham the 
chance to challenge for the Telenet Trophy in 
Belgium last week as he continues his bid to 
regain his European Tour card. 

The Ashford golfer put himself in contention 
for the title after a solid opening round, but 
disappointing second and final rounds saw 
him fade away and finish in tied 48th place. 

The 34-year-old started the tournament 
brightly after carding a three-under-par 69, 
which was good enough to put him firmly in 
the top 20. He was unable to continue his 
form around the greens in the second round 
as a one-over-par 73 cost him. 

He made a comeback in the third round 
which included a succession of birdies in a 
three-under-par 69. However, once again 
errors proved costly in the final round as a dis¬ 
astrous 77 saw him lose touch with the top-30 
and he finished the tournament in tied 48th. 

He is due to tee off in the European 
Challenge Tour Kamten Golf Open tomorrow. 


TIM Reeves’ Isle of Man TT preparations 
suffered a setback at the weekend as rain 
postponed the opening free practice session 
of the road racing festival. 

The Tenterden-bom sidecar racer, who is 
making his third visit to the island, is one of 
the favourites to lift the famous trophy on 
the 37.7-mile road course when racing 
begins this Saturday. 

The 37- year-old three-time world champi¬ 
on was due to complete his first laps of the 
notoriously dangerous road course on 
Saturday. However, persistent rain made the 
course too dangerous and the free practice 
session was subsequently cancelled. 

Reeves, who finished third on his TT debut 


in 2008, which remains his best result to 
date, was also due to take part in practice 
sessions on Monday and Tuesday. Today will 
see him in action in the third session which 
will see his preparations gather momentum 
ahead of the first race on Saturday. 

Last year he finished fourth as a power 
problem plagued his week on the island. 
With all the problems fixed on the bike for 
this year, he will be desperate for TT glory. 

He said: “It’s the world’s most famous race 
and there is nothing like this on the calen¬ 
dar. I’m just as desperate to win as I’ve 
always been.” 

Reeves’ first of two, three-lap races begins 
on Saturday at 3pm with his final race next 
Wednesday. The TT is the only honour miss¬ 
ing from his impressive sidecar racing 
career.

Rachel clocked 59.6 for second in the 
400m, the event she hopes to be selected to 
run at the English Schools Championships 
in Birmingham in July. Laura jumped 
10.13 metres in the triple jump for second 
and also her chosen event at English 
Schools. Kara Gibbs and Emmeline Rendel 
set a good standard in the jumps. 

Tough task 

Gibbs’ successful day continued with wins 
in the high jump and 100m hurdles, whilst 
Rendel teamed up with Kim Smith in the 
200m for more valuable points. 

Kate Austen, Lesley Hall and Candy 
Hawkins covered both strings of 800m, 
1500m and 3000m between them, which 
proved to be a tough task. 

Newcomer Deborah Martin, who 
achieved the required qualifying height in 
the English Schools Championship this 
season, continued to shine in the high jump 
with a winning jump of 1.55m. 

Lizzy Yamold returned to the team this 
year to anchor the throws and was part of a 
competitive shot putt competition where 
she eventually finished second. Janine 
Brown, unable to run due to an injury col¬ 
lected in a marathon, turned out to help 
with the throws. The points accrued turned 
out to be invaluable as third-placed Luton 
finished just half-a-point behind Ashford. 

The third match will take place at 
Crawley on June 26 with the team hoping 
to be back to full strength.
